The body was clad only in a 
blue smock. The bed in the apart- 
ment appeared to have been slept | 
in, police said. 

Members of a family living across 
the hall said they had been in their 
apartment since 9 o'clock last night 
and had heard no shots or other 
disturbance. 

At the Morgue it was found Mc- 
Graw had been shot above the 
right eye. The bullet, fired from 
a 32-caliber weapon, was recovered. 
The body was found by Miss 
Julia Wagner, a maid, who entered 
with a pass key at 9:30 to clean 
the apartment. It was lying s0 
close to the door that she was un- 
able to gain entrance to the room. 
McGraw was seen at 6 o'clock 
last night by Mrs. Anna Dupree, 
manager of the apartments. 

The body was identified at the. 
Morgue by Leo H. Snyder, 4824 
Cupples place, manager of the shoe 
factory, who said he would notify 
McGraw’s relatives in Bangor, Me. 

McGraw was 55 years old and 
unmarried, Snyder said. 


DAWES BIDS HOOVER GOOD-BY 


Retiring R. F. C. Head to Return 
to Private Business.

WASHINGTON, June 17. — 
Charles G. Dawes, retiring -presi- 
dent of the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation, today paid his fare- 
well to President Hoover at the 
White House and prepared to leave 
the capital this afternoon for Chi- 
cago. 

Dawes told newspapermen in the 
White House lobby that he was 
returning to private life, and in- 
tended for a while at least to put 
his feet under his own desk. One 
correspondent asked if the Presi- 
dent had congratulated him upon 
his job with the Reconstruction 
Corporation, and Dawes replied 
with some reticence that “he 
seemed to be pleased.”

Then Mr. Hoover will receive 
forma! notification of the nomina- 
tion granted him yesterday. 

After he and Mrs. Hoover heard 
the news he dispatched to the con- 
vention chairman, Representative 
Bertrand Snell, his message of ap- 
preciation and his promise “to 
labor as I have labored” to meet 
the trials and difficulties now be- 
setting the nation.

Mr. Hoover intends to hold many 
of his political conferences there, 
divorced in a measure from the 
White House and in a comfortable 
and secluded spot. At least one 
campaign address probably will be 
broadcast from there. 

Several hundred telegrams, most 
of them congratulating President 
Hoover upon his renomination and 
wishing him well in the campaign, 
had been received today at the 
White House. 

While the President was still 
engaged in perusing them, Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Mills, who 
carried much of the administration 
fight in the Chicago convention, 
called. Mills and the President 
talked over convention affairs and 
future plans for some minutes be- 
fore being interrupted by the ar- 
rival of Vice President Curtis. 

Some of the messages contained 
objections to the prohibition plank 
adopted by the convention. None 
was made public ‘at the White 
House. 

Mrs. Ruth Pratt, Republican 
Representative from New York, 
was one of the earliest White 
House callers this morning. She 
said she came directly from the 
train in order to be “the first to 
congratulate Mr. Hoover upon his 
victory in Chicago.”

BILL INTRODUCED 
FOR OCA MONTH 
TELEPHONE TAX 


Levy Prevosed in Board of 
Aldernien Expected to 
Raise $90,000 a Year for 
Relief Funds. 


Bills taxing telephones 5 cents a 
month, trust companies $500 a year 
and slot machines $5 annually were 
introduced in the Board of Alder- 
men today to provide new funds 
f-. relief appropriations. 

Tr telephone tax would require 
the Bell Telephor - Co. to make a 
report to the city on the sixteenth 
of each month, when the tax would 
be paid by the company, based on 
the number of telephones in serv- 
ice during the previous month. 
Charles J. Dolan, special tax coun- 
sel for the city, said permission of 
the State Public Service Commis- 
sion probably would be needed to 
pass the tax on to telephone sub- 


scribers. 
The Aldermen estimate the tele- 


phone tax would yield about $90,- 
000 annually. What would be de- 
rived from the ‘1xes on trust com- 
panies and slot machines has not 
been estimated. The slot machine 
tax would apply to all types of 
coin-operated vending devices. 

Aldermen Eilers, who introduced 
these bills, plarned also to intro- 
duce a bill taxing companies which 
rent safe deposit boxes, but decided 
not to when he learned that many 
of these are wational banks and 
could not be taxed. 


The board’s Legislation Commit- 
tee will hold a public hearing on 
special tax bills Monday afternoon. 
Several are pending which would 
make about $700,000 available to 
Citizens’ Committee on Relief and 
Employment during the fiscal year 
which ends next April 

The relief committee has esti- 
mated, however, that it would 
need $1,500,000 to continue in full 
operation until Jan. 1, and is re- 
fusing new applications for assist- 
ance. The committee and its relief 
agencies denied 314 applications 
yesterday and Wednesday, the first 
day on which this course was fol- 
lowed. 

A resolution SOeEe Heme by Al- 
derman Watts referred to rumors 
that the relief committee was as- 
sisting persons not bona fide resi- 
dents of St. Louis. The resolution 
warned the committee that the 
Board of Aldermen would not make 
any further appropriations of city 
funds for relief unless the com- 
mittee required those who asked 
for help to present. certificates 
from the Board of Election Com- 
missioners attesting that they were 
registered voters of St. Lowis. It 
was passed unanimously without 
discussion.

WOMAN SHOOTS 
MARRIED JEWELER 
AND SELF IN ROW 


Miss Camille Coley Wounds 
G. H. Boothby With His 
Own Pistol in Shop, 905 
N. Jefferson. 


George H. Boothby Jr., 36 years 
old, was shot and seriously wound- 
ed in his jewelry shop at 905 North 
Jefferson avenue, last night by 
Miss Camille Jean Coley, 22, who 
then turned the weapon upon her- 
self, inflicting a flesh wound. 

At City Hospital today Miss Co- 
ley told reporters she had quar- 
reled with Boothby because he ac- 
cused her, incorrectly, of having an 
engagement with another man. 
Boothby said he would not prose- 
cute. 

Boothby told pclice he was play- 
ing cards in his shop with two men 
friends and his sales girl, Miss Ol- 
lie McArthur, 4935 West Pine 
boulevard, when Miss Coley enter- 
ed at 9:40 p. m., called him to the 
front of the store and said: ‘So! 
This is what you’re doing, is it? 
You got another girl.” 

“I told her I thought I'd stay at 
the store and work awhile and 
asked her if she didn’t have a 
date.” Boothby continued. “She 
picked up my gun from the watch- 
maker’s bench, where I keep it, 
and shot me in the stomach. I fell 
over and she shot herself. Then I 
got up and took the gun away from 
her and put it in the safe and shut 
the door. Then the ambulance 
came.” 

Miss Coley’s account differed 
only slightly as to what happened 
at the store. “I don’t know why 
I shot him,” she said at first. “I 
wish I had never don® it. You 
don’t know had bad I fdel about it. 

“He accused me of haying a date 
with somebody ese, tid come tu 
the store in a car h two fellow: 
and a girl friend, but I didn’t know 
the fellows. They were boy friends 
of my girl friend. Then he ac- 
cused me of having a date and ? 
got angry. 

“T have known George for sev- 
eral years. I met him first when 
I went into the store to look at 
some jewelry, and later, I used to 
help him in the store sometimes. ! 
never really worked there though. 
George has been just a pal to me, 
but he bought me the nicest chop 
suey. 

“Yes, I knew he had a wife and 
baby, but he told me his wife dia 
not understand him.” 

When ‘reporters and photogra- 
phers called today, Miss Coley 
promised to pose for a picture if 
someone would go out and buy her 
a@ movie magazine. One was /ob- 
tained, the photographers departed 
and Miss Coley, riffling the pages 
of the publication, remarked: “You 
know, tf I ever get out of this mess. 
i’m.going to study nursing. I think 
I’'a make a good nurse.” 

Boothby resides at 3260 Michi- 
gan avenue. His wife, who was at 
City Hospital today, said she did 
not know Miss Coléy, whose home 
is at 1418 South Eleventh street, 


and never had heard of her. 
“My husband,” she said, “kept 
his business to himself.” 
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VETERANS MASS 
ON CAPITOL STEPS 
FOR BONUS VOTE 


Thousands of Former Ser- 
vice Men Wait Outside 
While Others Crowd the 
Senate Galleries. 


BROOKHART, BLAINE 
ASK FOR PAYMENT 


Thomas of Oklahoma Leads 
Fight for $2,400,000,000 
Bill; Hawes Speaks 
Against It. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 17.—With 


the galleries packed by war veter- 
ans and several thousand more 
massed outside, the Senate today 
pressed toward a vote on the $2,- 
400,000,000 bonus Dill. Senate 
leaders predicted it faced certain 
defeat. 

As many as could jam into the 
visitors’ galleries did so when the 
doors were opened two hours be- 
fore the Senate met at 11 a. m. 


Meanwhile, the others milled 
around outside listening to a few 
speeches. 


Leaders of the former service 
men counseled against any disturb- 
ance. Extra police were stationed 
at the Capitol. 

Votes to Reject Bill Claimed. 

Senator Watson, Republican 
eader, claims 60 of the 96 Sen- 
atorial votes against the bill. Sen- 
ator Thomas (Dem.),° Oklahoma, 
who has assumed the lead in de- 
manding enactment of the bill, has 
little hope. 

Against the bill is arrayed the 
condemnation by the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee, which disap- 
proved it by a 14 to 2 vote. Four 
Democratic Senators, Walsh and 
Coolidge of Massachusetts, Wagner 
and Copeland of New York, sec- 
onded this with a formal statement 
asserting it was “impossible to act 
favorably on this measure with- 


out bringing ruin to the country.” 
Brookhart Pleads for Bill. 

Senator Brookhart (Rep.), lowa, 
an advocate of cash payment of. the 
bonus. took the floor at the start 
of discussion. 

“The bonus army might as well 
assemble here as anywhere,” he 
said. “They have no jobs. I can 
see no reason why 100.000, 200,000 
or 500,900 shouldn't assemble 
here.” 

“I don’t think there is a man 
here who wouldn’t rather have a 
job than cash payment of the 
bonus,” Brookhart said. 

As the Iowan proceeded with his 
address, the veterans in the gal- 
leries maintained perfect order. 

On each Senator’s desk lay the 
report of the Finance Committee 
which contended currency inflation 
would be disastrous to the country 
and that .the veterans were no 
worse off than other citizens. As 
they took their seats to respond to 
the quorum call. almost every Sen- 
ator glanced up at the crowded 
galleries. 

“The Government of the United 
States has done much for every- 
body but the common people,” 
Brookhart continued. “This bill 
will raise commodity prices and 
will help agriculture. The bonus 
bill is not only in the interest of 
the soldiers themselves, but the 
great agricultural interests, the 
seven or eight million unemployed, 
and it is sound business. 

“It is the only patriotic course 
this country can take under the 
flag these men followed.” 

“It Is Fundamentally Right.” 

Senator Robinson (Rep.), Indi- 
ana, tollowed, with the assertion, 
“I fear for this legislation—fear 
for it because it is fundamentally 
right. 

“If it is right to be thoroughly 
grateful to those who have de- 
dended the country in its time of 
peril, now that they are needy and 
hungry. then it should pass.” 

While the Senate debate con- 
tinued, the crowd outside rapidly 
increased and speakers mounted a 
railing to keep up an unbroken ef- 
fort to maintain order. 

Shortly before noon a bugle 
sounded mess call and five enor- 
mous army stew cans were opened 
on the lawn. The men fell into 
line, some with mess plates they 
had brought. Those not so fortu- 
nate held slices of bread to have 
the hot stew poured on them,

TWO SHOT IN BACK 
FOR CONSPIRING TO 
KILL MUSSOLINI 


Tied to Chairs and Executed by 
Firing Squad at 
Rome. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, June, 17.—Two Italian 
terrorists, convicted of plotting 
against the life of Premier Musso- 
lini, were executed today. Domenico 
Bovone and his accomplice, Angelo 
Sbardellotto, were bound astride a 
chair and shot to death from the 
back, Bovone at 5:16 a. m., and 
Sbardellotto at 6:45 a. m. in Fort 
Bravetta, on the outskirts of Rome. 

Five hundred black shirt miltia- 
men, with daggers upraised, gave 
the Fascist war cry “A Noi!” (To 
Us!) as the firing squad fired and 
each body sagged. 

The execution took place in the 
courtyard of the fort. Bovone alone 
accepted the offer of religious com- 
fort. In the prison, during the 
night, he made his confession to 
the prison chaplain and received 
communion. Sbardellotto re- 
jected the priest’s offer, saying he 
was not concerned with life here or 
hereafter. “My soul I have already 
given,” he said. 

Death was instantaneous in both 
cases. 

Both men went to their deaths 
stoically. Sbardellotto had refused 
to ask for a royal pardon. Bo- 
vone made the request, but it was 
refused. 

As the second volley 
the platoon commander 
“For Benito Mussolini!” after 
which the squad and the 500 
guards gave the- Fascist cheer: 
“Eia! Eja! Bia! Alala!” 


HUSBAND DIES AFTER BEATING 
BY SUITOR OF ESTRANGED WIFE 


Officials Plan to Charge Admirer 
and Woman With Murder 
at Oakland, Cal.

OAKLAND, Cal., June 17.—Harry 


A. Nelson, Deputy County Assessor, 


died today from injuries police say 
were inflicted four days ago by 
Claude Forbes, 25 years old, suitor 
of Nelson’s estranged wife. Nelson 
was a member of the famous “Lost 
Battalion” of the American army 
in the World War. Police said 
Forbes admitted he hit Nelson on 
the head several times with a piece 
of pipe because he had been cruel 
to Mrs. Nelson. 

Mrs. Nelson, officers said, admit- 
ted having suggested to Forbes that 
they could live together in the Nel- 
son home here if Nelson were “out 
of the way.” Forbes and Mrs. Nel- 
son were charged with murder. 


THIRD OF ELECTRIC ENERGY 
TAX TO GO ON JUNE BILLS 


Internal Revenue Bureau Rules on 
Pro-Rating by Distributors, of 
Ievy Effective dune 21. 

WASHINGTON, June 17.—The 
new tax on electric energy which 
becomes effective on June 21 and 
requires the consumers to pay 3 
cents on the dollar will be pro- 
rated by electric companies under 
a ruling issued today by the Inter- 
nal Revenue Bureau. 

On each consumer's bill for 
June will the tax be charged at a 
rate of one-third of the tax. This 
method of collecting for the re- 
mainder of June will save the com- 
panies the expense of having to 
read all electric meters on June 21. 


INTERSTATE KIDNAPING 
BILL GOES TO PRESIDENT 


House Approves It, But Defeats 
Amendment to Make Death the 
Penalty for Violation.

WASHINGTON, June 17.—A 


Senate bill to make interstate kid- 
naping a Federal offense was 
passed today by the House and sent 
to the President. 

The House approved the measure 
after defeating an effort to insert 
a provision to make it possible to 
impose the death penalty against 
kidnapers who take their victims 
across state lines. 

The bill as finally approved by 
Congress provides only imprison- 
ment for this offense. 


CURB OW AUTO RADIOS URGED 


Object Is to Keep Police Informa- 
tion From Criminals.

IS FURTHER 

EXTENDED 


Pact Signed at Lausanne 
Holds Up Germany’s Ob- 
ligations From End of 
Hoover Period June 30 to 
End of Conference. 


WAR DEBTS TO 
U. S. NOT INVOLVED 


Chancellor von Papen Wel- 
comes ‘First Visible Proof’ 
That Nations Will Seek 
Definite Solution of 
Country’s Problem. 


By the Associated Presse. 
LAUSANNE, Switzerland, June 


17.—An agreement to suspend rep- 
arations payments from June 30, 
when the Hoover moratorium ends, 
until the present conference ad- 
journed, was signed here today by 
representatives of Great Britain, 
France, Italy, Japan and Belgium 
and was submitted to other nations. 

The agreement specifically pro- 
vides that it in no way prejudices 
any agreements that may be made 
at the end of the conference. It 
was the result of a move by Great 
Britain and was generally consid- 
ered an effart to force the confer- 
ence to continue in session until a 
permanent settlement is reached. 
It sidetracked the proposal for a 
six-month renewal of the Hoover 
moratorium. 


The agreement was weldomed-by 
Chancellor von Papen of Germany 
as “the first visible proof that the 
nations concerned intend to take 
the complete and final action that 
is necessary” to solve the repara- 
tions problem. 

No Hint of Repudiation. 

Von Papen, in an address to the 
conference, asked the world to can- 
cel Germany's reparations debts en- 
tirely. The speech was moderate 
and the possibility of German re- 
pudiation of the claims was not 
even hinted at. 

“Palliatives and adjournments are 


definitely of the past,” Von Papen 
said. “We must take the last step. 
The grave task of this conference 
is to shake off the fatal vicious cir- 
cle and sweep a path toward the 
positive collaboration which alone 
can assure a brighter future.” 
The session at which Von Papen 
spoke was a private one. Neville 
Chamberlain, British Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, was among those 
present. 
Von Papen referred to the Unit- 
ed States and France in drawing a 
detailed picture of Germany's 
plight. 
“Two of her creditor countries 
amassed so much gold,” he said, 
“that it became sterile. while the 
debtor country, Germany, was 
paralyzed.” 
Germans Driven to Radicaliem.

Of the 
petitioning creditors, he said, Wil- 
liam A. Hellmich was head of a 
printing company, Sonny Nelson 
was the office porter at Stein- 
berg’s, and Albert J. Silver was 
known to him only as a customer. 

“Were you bankrupt then?” At- 
torney Samuel White asked.

Separate tick- 
ets for Republican and Democratic 
candidates were sent out, but all 
members will vote on both ballots, 
regardless of their own party af- 
filiations. 


The Democratic ballot lists eight

The only way that the 
City of St. Louls could secure any 
such assistance would be through a 
loan made to the State of Missouri.

Figures for 1931 Show Larger 
Number of Big Banks 
Suspended. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, |. June 17.—The 
membership,of the Federal Re- 
serve system suffered a loss of 804 
institutions, through suspensions 
and for other causes, during the 


calendar year 1931, it was reported 
today in the board’s annual _ re- 
port, 


The reduction, which decreased 
the roster from 8050 to 7246, com- 
pares with a loss of 472 institu- 
tions in the previous year. Mem- 
bership at the end of the year in- 
cluded 6368 national and 878 State 
banks, the board said, representing 
decreases of 663 and 141, respec- 
tively, for the year. 

As in other recent years, the de- 
crease in the number of member 
banks resulted largely from suspen- 
sions, mergers between member 
banks and absorptions by non- 
member banks. The number of 
non-member banks decreased dur- 
ing the year by 1995—from 14,717 
at the end of 1930 to 12,722 at the 
end of 1931. 

Mergers between member banks 
accounted for a decrease of 209 in 
the number of such banks in 1931, 
the board pointed out, and suspen- 
sions for a decrease of 517 member 
banks. A total.of 125 were lost to 
membership through conversion in- 
to or absorption by non-member 
banks, 20 through voluntary with- 
drawals of.State banks for mem- 
bership, and nine through volun- 
tary liquidation. 

Additions to membership during 
the year was classified as follows: 
Fifteen newly organized National 
banks, seven non-member State 
banks converted into National 
banks, 23 State banks admitted to 
membership, and 31 previously sus- 
pended member banks that re- 
opened during the year. In addi- 
tion, 197 non-member. banks were 
absorbed by member banks, there- 
by increasing the assets but not the 
number of members. 

Bank suspensions during 1931 
showed an enlarged entry into the 
field of the larger institutions. The 
average size of banks that closed 
their doors last year was larger 
than in any of the previous 10 
years, 23.7 per cent of the banks 
that suspended having had a capi- 
tal stock of $100,000 or more, com- 
pared with 15.8 per cent in 1930 
and with 9.7 per cent during the 
nine-year period 1921-29. 

The increase in the average size 
of banks'that suspended last year 
was due chiefly, the Reserve Board 
said, to the fact that a relatively 
larger number of suspensions was 
in the larger towns and cities.

000 netted in 1930. 

The reduction in the year’s gross 
was attributable, the Federal Re- 
serve Board pointed out in the an- 
nual report, to the decrease from 
3.25 to 2.20 per cent in the average 
rate of earnings on bills and secu- 
rities. The average rate on dis- 
counted bills declined from 3.93 per 
cent in 1930 to 3.01 per cent on 
bills bought in the open market 
from 2.85 to 2.04 per cent and on 
Government securities from 3.06. to 
1.86 per cent, 

Current expenses of the Reserve 
banks in 1931 were $1,303,000 less 
than the previous year, the reduc- 
tions being affected principally in 
cost of printing, issuing and re- 
deeming Federal Reserve notes, and 
in expenditures for salaries and in- 
surance. 

None of the Federal Reserve 
banks reported: sufficient net earn- 
ings to pay accrued dividends in 
full, the report said, and four of 
the institutions—Boston, Richmond, 
St. Louis and Kansas City—report- 
ed an excess of expenditures over 
income. Accordingly, dividends of 
all Federal Reserve banks were 
paid entirely or in part out of sur- 
plus.

LONDON, June 17.—J. H. Thom- 


a8, Secretary for Dominions, told 


,Commons today that President de 
_ Valera of the Irish Free State had 
not deviated “one iota” from his 
original position on the abolition 
of the Irish oath of allegiance and 
|the land annuity payments. Thomas 
read the dispatch from De Valera, 
received this morning. during «a 
debate on the Irish question in the 
‘Commons, which, he said, left the 
‘Anglo-Irish difficulties worse than 
| before. 


'- The Irish note, said Thomas, stat- 
ed that the Free. State accepted 
ithe principle of arbitration in re- 
igard to the land annuities, and 
agreed that a tribunal of general 
‘character would be suitable as a 
‘eourt of arbitration, but could not 
,agree to restriction of the person- 
| nel *o citizens of the Brtish Com- 
|/monwealth. 

Other annual payments by the 
Free State to Great Britain also 
must be included in any arbitra- 
tion, the note said. 


| Thomas Reviews Negotiations, 


| Reviewing the recent negotia- 
tions, Thomas recalled that when 
Great Britain contended that the 
Irish oath of allegiance could. not 
be abolished except by mutual 
agreement, De Valera insisted that 
this was purely an Irish question. 

When Great Britain suggested 
that differences over the land an- 
nuities might be adfusted by an 
empire tribunal, De Valera replied: 
“No: the dice would always be 
loaded against Ireland.” 

Thomas indicated that the Brit- 
ish Government would make no 
new agreements with the Free 
State while the presént attitude is 
maintained. The Government will 
meet obligations to holders of land 
annuities bonds, but reserves the 
right “to take whatever steps it 
deems necessary to deal with that 
side of the situation.” 

Dealing with the new note, 
Thomas said: “This statement does 
not depart one iota from Mr. de 
Valera’s original position. He does 
not even mention the oath, which 
means that he is acting consistent- 
ly with his attitude that it is none 
of our business.” 

Lloyd George on De Valera, 

David Lioyd George approved 
the Governmient’s attitude in the 
first speech he has made in the 
new Parliament. 

“I was elected to oppose this 
Government,” he said, “but in. my 
first speech I must support them. 
I was the leader of the delegation 
which negotiated the Irish treaty, 
so I have had experience with Mr. 
de Valera. There is nothing quite 
like him, and this distracted world 
|should be thankful that he is 
unique. If we had anything else 
like him in the Council of Nations 
no business ever could be trans- 
acted.” 

De Valera’s ultimate aim is a 
united Irish republic with King 
George as its head, Thomas said. 
Thomas said the Irish President 
told him while he was in Dubiin 
last week that the republic which 
De Valera envisions would include 
ulster and would be “called, un- 
derstood and accepted as a repub- 
lic.” Howcver, said De Valera te 
Thomas, there might and probably 
would arise certain circumstances in 
which the whole of the British 
commonwealth would act as a unit 
for external purposes, “and then 
His Majesty the King would be 
recognized under those circum- 
stances as the head.” 4 

Thomas told De Valera that fv 
wouldn't do any good to talk abour 
such things because no British 
Government would agree to such a 
proposal.

Eugene Copeland, 32-year-old 
Negro who refused to plead guilty 
and accept life imprisonment on a 
first-degrce murder charge, was 
found guilty late yesterday by a 
Judge Ossing’ 
court, which fixed his punishmen 
at death by hanging. | 

He was charged with being an 
accomplice of James Stanford, Ne- 


holdup June 1, 1931, and who was 
shot to death by police as he fled 
from Davis’ store, the Avenue Fur- 
niture Co., 1107-09 Franklin ave- 
nue. 

Copeland, who testified his real 
name was Barney Ward and that 
he was a former convict, was con- 
victed almost entirely on the basis 
of a confession made to police in 
August, 1931, at the time he was 
arrested. The only eye-witness, 
Police Capt. William Tierney of 
Dayton Street Station, died while 
Copeland was awaiting trial. 


Capt. Tierney, in plain clothes, 
entered the store as the robbers 
were forcing Davis and a Negro 
employe to the rear and was or- 
dered to get in line. He obeyed 
until the robbers were separated 
by a partition and then fought with 
one. Davis was shot to death by 
the other robber as he went to the 
Captain’s aid. Both robbers ran 
out of the store and one escaped. 
Capt. Albert Wetzel, formerly of 
the Laclede Avenue Station and 
now in the Detective Bureau, testi- 
fied he heard Copeland identify 
Capt. Tierney as the “old man” 
with whom he struggled in the 
store. Max Davis, a brother of 
Jacob P. Davis, and other police- 
men testified to hearing the con-

Democratic Leaders Cautious 
In Criticisms of Republican 


Plank on Prohibition Issue 


Charge G. O. P. Straddled to Catch Votes, but 
Few in Congress Comment on What 
They Think Own Party Will Do.

WASHINGTON, June 17.—With 
their own national convention only 
10 days off, most of the Democra- 
tic deaders in Congress were care- 
ful today in their public criticisms 
of the Republican “amphibian” 
prohibition plank. 

The comment of Senator Joe 
Robinson of Arkansas, the Demo- 
cratic leader of the Senate, wads 
typical of the attitude of the mod- 
erate “drys.” He “criticised the 
ambiguity and the prolixity of the 
Republican plank but failed to 
state what sort of plank he would 
favor in the Democratic platform. 

Said Robinson, “Reports from 
the Republican convention at Chi- 
cago indicate that the principal if 
not the sole subject intently con- 
sidered by the convention was the 
liquor question. 

“The rallying cry of the dele- 
gates seems to be: ‘give us liquor 
but also give us dry votes.’ The 
Republican platform plank on pro- 
hibition is a marvel of prolixity. 
More than 500 words are employed 
in the declaration favoring a pro- 
posal that the repeal of the eight- 
eenth amendment be submitted in 
the manner provided in the Consti- 
tution, and that if repeal results, 
efforts will be made to prevent the 
states from authorizing saloons, 


“Jumble of Inconsistencies.” 

“The plank includes contradic- 
tory implications of viewpoint de- 
Signed to attract the support or 
both the wets and the drys. It is 
a jumble of: ambiguities and in- 
consistencies.” 

Jouett Shouse, chairman of the 
Democratic National Executive 
Committee, said that the Repub- 
lican plank was “weazel-worded all 
through and _ susceptible of any 
meaning that the driest dry or the 
wettest wet might desire ti read in- 
w *. 

Shouse is said personally to favor 
a strong anti-prohibition stand, but 
he did not say what he thought the 
Democratic plank would be. 

“The long, cvinplex and involved 
plank is as complete a straddle as 
the administration was able to de- 
vise in view of the fact that 472 
delegates in the /convention were 
for the submissifn to the voters of 
an outright repeal of the present 
Federal authority over the liquor 
traffic,’’ he said. 

Rainey for Bingham Pian. 

Representative Henry T. Rainey 
of Illinois, Speaker pro tem of the 
House, made the most forthright 
statement of any moderate dry 
leader, saying, “The resubmission 
plank the Republicans adopted 
means everything and nothing. It 
is designed to gain as many adher- 
ents as possible, while making no 
enemies. 

“I think the course for our party 
is clearly marked. We should adopt 
the Bingham plan, with a declara- 
tion against the return of the sa- 
loon.”’ 

Senator Sheppard (Dem.), Texas, 
often called the “Sather of the 
eighteenth amendment,” refused to 
commit himself on the Republican 
plank or what he favored in the 
Democratic platform. 

“TI am trying to find out,” he said, 
“what the Republican plank means, 
studying it to ascertain its effect.” 

Senator Hawes (Derk.), Missouri, 


cryptically observed: “It is to obvi- 
ous. The Democrats can’t straddle. 
We must have courage."’ 

Senator Wagner (Dem.), New 
York, said that the time had-‘ar- 
rived for the Democrats to come 
out for repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment. “Oh, what an oppor- 
tunity for the Democrats,’ he as- 
serted. “Let us demand repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment and see 
the Republicans go down to defeat 
with their equivocations and eva- 
sions.”’ 

The statement of Senator Byrnes 
(Dem.) of South Carolina gave an 
inkling of what the attitude of the 
Southern drys will be at the Demo- 
cratic convention. 

‘“‘Whatever we do at our conven- 
tion,” said Byrnes, “we should do it 
in a short, concise plank, simply 
written, but leaving no doubt in the 
most ignorant. man’s mind as_ to 
what we propose to do.”’ 7 

The position of the New York 
Tammany delegation was stated by 
Representative John J. O’Connor of 
New York. “There are a lot of 
worm holes in the Republican 
plank. I am afraid that there is 
not enough time between now and 
election for it to be .properly in- 
terpreted. We ought to submit it 
to Geneva and have it translated.” 

“Of all the ducking and strad- 
dling in political platforms, it takes 
the grand prize. All the Democratic 
party has to do now to make it 
practically unanimous is to adopt 
and out-and-out repeal plank. An 
in-between proposal is not in ac- 
cord with the sentiment of the 
American pepole.” ! 


Accepts Prohibition Plank as Tri- 
uniph for Drys.

A ‘STRADDLE,’ INSURGENT SAYS 


Foreign Representative of Irregu- 
lars Declares It Camouflages 
Real Issue. 


MEXICO CITY, June 17.—That 
part of the Republican party’s 
piatform dealing with Nicaragua 
was characterized today as “pure- 
ly a repetition of the stradding and 
camouflaging the real issue and 
truth of four years ago” by Dr. 
Jose Zepeda, Foreign representa- 
tive of the Nicaraguan insurgents 
here, 

“Any Republican or other citi- 
zen of the United States who ac- 
ftually thinks America has fostered 
good will in Latin America by 
holding Marine bayonets at our 
throats, dropping bombs on de- 
fenseless towns and _ requiring 
bankrupt Niicaragua to pay loans 
that were forced on us by Wall 
street bankers is sadly lacking in 
common sense,” Zepeda said. ‘“The 
curtain may as well be lifted on the 
truth. The United States, whether 
by the people’s wishes or not, keeps 
its armed forces in Nicaragua and 
our nation in slavery for one pur- 
pose only. That is to collect debts 
due Wall street for loans that were 
squandered by Presidents the Unit- 


ed States put into, and kept in, 
power with its Marines. Those 
debts to Nicaragua never had our 
people’s sanction.

HONDURAN HURRICANE DAMAGE 


Greatest Loss to Banada Planta- 
tions; No One Killed. 

TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras, June

miento banana zone where 85 per 
cent of the plantations in a 50-mile 
long zone along the National Rail- 
way were leveled.

Passes $319,000,000 Mea- 
sure, but Forbids Use of

rines to Nicaragua.

WASHINGTON, June 17.—Re- 
jecting a motion to cut the $319,- 
000,000 naval appropriation bill 10 
per cent as has been its practice, 
the Senate yesterday approved the 
measure and sent it to conference 
with the House. 

Earlier it had refused to remove 
$650,000 for naval reserve training 
cruises but approved without a 
record vote an amendment by Rob- 
inson .of Arkansas, Democratic 
leader, which would have prohibit- 
ed use of any of the $319,000,000 
for sending more marines to Nica- 
ragua to supervise the coming elec- 
tions. 

The Robinson amendment 
aroused the most vigorous debate. 
Democratic members charged that 
Secretary of State Stimson had no 
authority to send more marines to 
Nicaragua for the elections, con- 
tending he intended dispatching 400 
more... Chairman Hale of the sub- 
committee in charge of the. bill 
said the marines were considered 


necessary because they were 
trained for the work. 
Glass (Dem.) of Virginia, pre- 


dicted that despite the amendment 
“the Secretary of State will find 
some way to use the marines al- 
ready there to supervise the elec- 
tion. 

Without mentioning the Cabinet 
officer’s name, Glass said Stimson 
“is a law unto himself.” 

“He snapped his fingers,” the 
Virginian said, “at a congressional 
resolution directing him to cease 
what Glass termed “the absolutely 
lawless practice” of approving for- 
eign loans negotiated in this coun- 
try.

Anent the Missouri Welfare League. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
JN your issue of June 6 you congratulate 
the St. Louis Church Federation upon 
its withdrawal from the list of bene- 
ficlaries of the Community Fund, and on 
the same page you felicitate the Missouri 
Welfare League on its work in 1931. 

I have read the League’s report for the 
past year, and I find that its income of 
$9197.26 is practically ali obtained from 
the Community Fund. Have you noticed 
that $5684.65 of this amount has been 
spent on salaries and wages? This is 62 
per cent of the total expenditures. The 
staff of the League consists of two 
women. 

The item next in size to salaries: is 
$1080 for rent (presumably office rent). 
For telephone, telegraph, stationery and 
printing, the League spent $802.79; for 
traveling expense, $495.84. Whether or 
not the item, “Service in and for correc- 
tional institutions,” amounting to $432.26, 
is also some form of salary cannot be 
ascertained. The remaining $700 is di- 
vided up into various small items. 

A cursory analysis like this makes one 
wonder if the Community Fund is right 
in paying some $9000 annually to the 
League. With many thousands of men 
and women unemployed and hundreds of 
families in actual want, does it not seem 
a great injustice to spend all this money 
in salaries, rent and printing for the 
benefit of criminals? And has this money 
done any good to the criminals? I doubt

Concern for the farmer is a traditional feature of 
American political oratory. Hence it was not sur- 
prising that, in spite of the present condition of agri- 
culture, the keynoter at Chicago should tell of the 
great benefits which the tariffs of his party have 


of the accepted ballyhoo of polities. 

But, under the conditions, it was surprising that he 
should proceed to name the beneficiaries in this 
statement: “The American wheat growers, the Amer- 
ican cotton growers, the American cattie raisers, the 


and all the other producers of our fields appreciate 
‘that the new tariff rates have saved their lines of 
industry from utter collapse, because it has, in very 
Jarge measure, removed what would have been devas- 
tating competition from the producers of Canada, 
Mexico, Australia, the Argentine and other foreign 
countries.” 3 

Let us examine these alleged beneficiaries of Haw- 
ley-Smootism. Cotton is the most important Amer- 
ican export. Over 40 per cent of the crop is exported, 
and in 1930 it accounted for nearly 15 per cent of 
our total exports. The only imports are a small 
amount of long-staple cotton, which competes with 
the producers of the Southwest. This very limited 
group of producers profits from the tariff, but the bulk 
of our cotton producers get no benefit from it. As 
exporters of nearly half of their production, they 
suffer keenly from the impaired purchasing power 
of foreign countries. 

How about thé wheat farmer? Except for the peri- 
od when the Farm Board, by a lavish expenditure of 
public funds, was able to force the domestic price of 
wheat above the foreign price, we have been large 
exporters of wheat. The only wheat growers who 
get any benefit from the tariff are a few along the 
Canadian border who grow hard spring wheat, which 
is occasionally imported from Canada for special pur- 
poses. In 1930, 19 per cent of our wheat crop was 
exported. Our exports of wheat and wheat flour 
amounted to $157,000,000, or 4 per cent of our total 
exports. Our wheat growers have been injuriously 
affected by the quotas and new import duties im- 
posed in various European countries since the pas- 
sage of the Hawley-Smoot Act. 

Exports of meat and meat products were over 
$150,000,000 in 1930, about 4 per cent of our total 
exports. The duty on hides was a slight advantage 
to cattle raisers, but it was a very small offset to 
the losses suffered by exporters of meat products. In 
the lines of cotton, grain and meat, American farm- 
ers, said to have been saved from “devastating compe- 
tition” from abroad by the tariff, actually accounted 
for over a fifth of our total exports in 1930. 

The case of dairy farmers is less clear. Our ex- 
ports of dairy products are not as large as our im- 
ports, and some dairy farmers along the Canadian 
border undoubtedly profited. But the most important 
effect was to arouse antagonism in Canada. 

In the wool grower we find the one real bene- 
ficiary in Senator Dickinson’s list. Prices here are 
held materially above priceg in the world market by 
means of the tariff. However, only about 7 per cent 
of the farmers of the United States raise sheep. The 
remaining 93 per cent are the patient burden bearers 
of the wool tariff, the woolen tariff and all the rest of 
the tariffs. 

It would have been much better had Senator Dick- 
inson confined his discussion of tariff benefits to 
generalities, and talked in specific terms only when 
referring to such achievements as the notable increase 
in the population of Federal jails. 
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SPLINTERS. . 

“This is not a plank,” said Senator Tydings of 
Maryland in his comment on the Republican prohi- 
bition stand. “It is a group of splinters. It is made 
up of Southern pine, Western spruce, Oregon fir, a 
little mahogany and even a little of the sidewalks of 
New York.” The Free State Senator’s analysis was 
very good, considering the fact that he conducted his 
test on the spur of the moment. On closer inspection, 
however, we find splinters of trees which he over- 
looked.

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REASSESSMENT IN ST. LOUIS. 

Mayor Miller and Comptroller Nolte, comprising a 
majority of the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment, are opposed to the $50,000 appropriation for 
establishment of a new assessment system in St. 
Louis. Their principal reason for this position is that 
the city’s relief problem, involving food, clothing and 
shelter for the unemployed, is paramount, and it is 
not justifiable to set aside $50,000 Ser a project which 
is not of an emergency character. Furthermore, it is 
felt that reassessment at present values would de- 
crease municipal revenues, rather than increase them, 
as Was supposed when the idea was first broached. 
Still another consideration can be mentioned 
against beginning the work now. It is obviously de- 
sirable that the Assessor who begins the work should 
finish it. If Assessor Gehner were to be granted the 
appropriation and were to fail of reappointment after 
the municipal elections of next April, it is entirely 
possible that his successor would decide to begin the 
work anew, thus wasting time and money. It should 
be borne in mind that inauguration of the new sys- 
tem will be a long and laborious proceeding, to cost, 
according to Mr. Gehner’s estimate, $100,000. Neither 
the $50,000 appropriation, then, nor the interval be- 
tween now and next spring, would be sufficient to 
accomplish reassessment. It is perhaps advisable to 
delay the idea until after next April’s elections. 

We say this hesitatingly, because we have advo- 
cated a new assessment system, modeled after the 
Cleveland and St. Paul plans, for several years. There 
is no doubt that it would ferret out the tax-dodgers, 
remedy many injustfces and, in general, represent a 
great improvement over our present rule-of-thumb 
methods of valuing property for tax purposes. But 
because we are very much interested in the plan, we 
also should like to be assured that it is worked out 
under the most favorable conditions, and those do not 
prevail now. 
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A BIRTH CONTROL CLINIC FOR ST. LOUIS. 
The Maternal Health Association of Misséuri, which 
is now seeking incorporation, would only provide for 
St. Louis a service which many cities have, some for 
a long time. Its plan is to furnish birth control in- 
formation to persons who desire to have ‘no more 
children than their economic situation will allow 
them to rear and educate properly. In order to re- 
ceive ddvice at the clinic, the family heads would be 
required to present a physician’s recommendation or 


| er of the association. Formed more than a year ago 
| by @ group of local physicians, all of whom belong 
to the American Medical Association, the group now 
has among its supporters some of the outstanding 
citizens of St. Louis. Such a clinic, where those 
jwho need birth control information most may turn 
readily and with little or no expense, should prove 
a welcome aid to bettering the life of the city. 
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A PUERILE DOCUMENT. 
The dreary waste of words that constitutes the 
Republican platform is symptomatic of the decay of 
our major parties. Those citizens who plow through 
it will search in vain for the virility of thought that 
j they have a right to expect in what purports to be a 
declaration of principles. Instead, the platform is 
full of little else than fatuous self-praise of the party 
and its leader. It is designed to “sell” the party to 
the public, yet ingenuous, indeed, is the voter who 
could be misled by so transparently fraudulent a 
document. 
It is significant of its shabby and shopworn char- 
acter that not a single plank, save one, was discussed 
by the convention or voted upon separately. This can 
only mean that the writing and approval of the plat- 
form as a whole is a merely formal ceremony, unre- 
lated to the realities of public affairs, and patterned 
after previous similar ceremonies. Of the great 
clash of opinion as to economic conditions and gov- 
ernmental policies with relation to them, there is 
hardly an echo. We are merely assured that the 
Republican party, in its great wisdom and under 
the ‘leadership of a practically infallible President, 
will solve the country’s problems. — 
It insists that its tariff policy, which has aroused 
the rest of the world against us and reduced our 
foreign trade to the volume of 20 years ago, is a 
blessing to the country, though idle ships and smoke- 
less factory chimneys everywhere testify to its folly. 
It is surprising to find even one practical sugges- 
tion made to alleviate widespread unemployment and 
growing bread lines—that the worker’s week and day 
must be shortened if we are not to be devoured by 
the machine. 
Perhaps it is too much to expect the Democrats to 
avail themselves of the opportunity for statesman- 
like utterance that the Republicans have left for 
them. The same creeping paralysis that palsies the 
G. O. P. hand likewise affects the other party. Each 
is composed of numerous antagonistic groups and 
bloes, and party coherence can be obtained only by 
the most shameful compromises and evasions. Small 
wonder if the voter is in the mood to cry: “A plague 
on both your houses!” 
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MARRIED WOMEN WITH JOBS. 

In normal times, no one would disagree with Miss 
Helen Cleveland, president of the Zonta Internation- 
al, in her defense of married women who hold jobs, 
though their husbands can afford to support them. 
Certainly, as Miss Cleveland says, the right to work 
is inalienable, not dependent on sex, marriage or any 
condition imposed by society. But, as we have seen 
in the last two years or more, this right is qualified 
by circumstances. When there are not enough jobs to 
go around, the inalienable right to work becomes a 
mere academic slogan. 

There is, of course, no way to force employers to 
discharge married women whose husbands are also 
employed. Yet many of them are doing so, believing 
it better for two families to be decently supported 
than to give one family more than it needs and let 
the other go to the bread line. That, in thousands 
of instances, is what it amounts to. With all due re- 
spect to Miss Cleveland, we refer her to the country’s 
agonizing unemployment problem as the best answer 
to her statement. 


THE LAW ENFORCEMENT DODGE. 

The evasive plank on prohibition adopted by the 
Republican convention was introduced with the usual 
+high-Sounding phrases about law enforcement. The 
convention pledged the party to law enforcement. 

Law enforcement is a fine phrase, but it is mean- 
ingless in connection with Federal prohibition. Every 
law-abiding citizen believes in law enforcement, 
and that is the principal reason many of them are 
opposed to Federal prohibition. ‘Theoretically, any 
law designed to control conduct in itself harmless, 
which is opposed by a large percentage of the people, 
is not a law and is not enforceable, at least without 
such a use of force as to overthrow the foundations 
of free government. In practice, the Federal prohibi- 
tion law, attempting to enforce the eighteenth amend- 
ment, has proved unenforceable. It is not enforced, 
and is productive of so much lawlessness and corrup- 
tion that it impairs the whole sentiment in favor of 
law and the entire machinery of law. Everyone knows 
this. 

So, when a party convention harps upon law en- 
forcement as a prelude to the evasion of the issue of 
repealing a law demonstrated to be unenforceable 
and contrary to both American principles and strong 
public opinion, it is trying to throw dust in the eyes 
of the people, and its pledge of law enforcement is a 
mockery. ; 

The Republican plank contains a promise of Fed- 
eral control of state legislation on intoxicating bev- 
erages, which inevitably will cause the same usurpa- 
tion of state powers as the eighteenth amendment and 
the Volstead Act, and will lead to the same results. 
It promises no relief from the intolerable conditions 
that now exist. 

The only sensible and satisfactory solution is the 
abandonment of the whole tragic farce of Federal 
prohibition and the relegation of the question to the 
states. The platitudes about law enforcement merely 
emphasize the evasion of the issue. 
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LOCAL PRIDE IN MOSCOW. 
Communist orators have had a lot to say about the 
provincialism of the outside world, where misguided 
local pride blinds the bourgeoisie to the unprejudiced 
international outlook. Thus Britain has been assailed 
for her smug devotion to tradition, the American Mr. 
Babbitt for his isolated complacency behind his bar- 
ricade of money bags, Germany for her devotion to a 
stodgy “kultur,” and so on. Nor has the world re 
futed the charges, for boosterism has been booming 
domestic commodities, all the way from Florida 
weather to California sunsets, from Gotham’s tall 
buildings to the village fire department. A study of 
Russian objectiveness is afforded by what the drama 
commentator of the Moscow Daily News has to say 
about a recent performance of “Hamlet” in that city. 
He writes: “The performance offers acting so bril- 
liant that it would make a sensation in any other 
Buropean capital (here it is almost taken for grant-

mobilized in England during the World 

War were casualties, as contrasted with 
8 per cent in our country. England had 
total casualties of more than 2,700,000, con:- 
pared with 350,000 in the United States. 
The total pension and medical cost bill in 
England, on the basis of the gold pound. 
was $3,888,650,100 in the period 1921-31, 
as contrasted with approximately $4,800,- 
000,000 in America. 

Since 1921, pensions have decreased 62 
per cent, medical costs 88 per cent, benefi- 
ciaries 63 per cent, and total costs 53 per 
cent in England. In the United dtxtes. 
while actual pensions have not been enact- 
ed, except in a few cases, due to compenra- 
tion insurance, military and naval compen- 
sation has increased 109 per cent, military 
insurance approximately 24 per cent, tolai 
costs 29 per cent, exclusive of the funding 
of the bonus certificates. 

In 1931, England spent approximately 
$254,416,140 on pensions and medical care 
for her World War veterans; the United 
States, $511,679,000, 

The total World War veteran costs in En- 
gland in 1931 were about € per cent of the 
aggregate of national expenditures. The 
United States spent 12.2 per cent exclusive 
of the bonus; allowing roughly a billion 
dollars for bonus loans during 1931 after 
the 50 per cent ioan value had been estav- 
lished, the percentage of costs was 24.3. 
The bonus payments were technically loans, 
but it is generally agreed they were in the 
nature of cash payments and, hence, should 
be classified as costs. 

The marked contrast in the two countries 
lies (1) in the povcy of pensioning onty 
disabled veterans ara their dependents, or 
dependents of deceased veterans, in En- 


gland, as contrasted with care and respon. 


sibility of veterans and dependents in the 
United States irrespective of injuries iu- 
curred in post-war civilian life; (2) the con- 
tinuance of original war-pension legislation 
in England, contrasted with ever-broadening, 
and liberalizing legislation in the United 
States passed by pressure through aggressive 
and astute veteran lobbies, 
* + * 
The whole pension history of the United 
States from the Revolution to the World 


“War was to pension survivors and depen- 


dents as if there never would be another 
conflict to drain the resources of the pub- 
lic coffers. On the other hand, England, 
with a war history of a thousand years be- 
hind her. has pensioned widows of deceased 
veterans and disabled survivors and depen- 
dents only. Honor and heroism have been 
held higher than pork-barrel grabbing: 
duty higher than doles; valor above votes. 

The British policy,. however, from time 
immemorial, ha&’ been almost strictly con- 
fined to rewards to veterans and their de- 


pendents who become disabled through in- - 


juries or disease arising from exposure in 
actual engagements of war service. The 
British military pensian policy has not ex- 
tended to veterans disabled in post-war life. 
Pensions have been paid to bona fide suf- 
ferers from war. National policy, theretore, 
built and maintained the proper respect for 
those who have truly sacrificed themselves 
for King and country. 

British military pensions arising out of 
the Great War are paid to widows, depen- 
dent children and parents of deceased sol- 


diers and wives, etc., of disabled véterans. 
Disability pensions at time of discharge 
range from $2 to $15 weekly, according to 
the amount of disability and military rank. 
Weekly pensions for wives are based on a 
percentage of the disability of the husband, 
and do not cover wives married after dis- 
charge or after the close of the war (in con- 
trast with American policy). Dependent 
children, born within nine months after 
discharge, may receive pensions up to 16 
years of age, while special grants may be 
rendered to veterans under treatment at 
home or in institutions. 

It will be seen, therefore, that British 
policy has been confined to the care and re- 
sponsibility for disabled or deceased soldiers 
injured in line of.duty. No special compen- 
sation is expected to be paid to a man who 
is physically able to earn a living merely 
because he defended his country in time of 
war. 

It is true that the British unemployment 
insurance law was enlarged in 1920 particu- 
larly to protect veterans returning to in- 
dustrial life, who had not hitherto been 
covered by the law. Also, special relief was 
appropriated for the millions returning to 
civilian life who were not able in a short 
period to obtain employment. It its fair to 
assume that if these steps had not been 
taken, the pension law itself might have 
been broadened, and legislation enacted for 
unemployed veterans. 


But this broadening was done in 1920, a 
time of acute depression and widespread 
unemployment, whereas the adjusted com- 
pensation certificate or bonus was created 
in the United States at a time of compara- 
tive prosperity (1924) and not in a period 
of depression and unemployment. In 1924, 
also, the costly bill allowing hospitalization 
to veterans with 25 per cent disability in- 
curred in either war or post-war civilian 
life was enacted, without regard to the na- 
ture or origin of their disabilities. 

In England, too, health insurance on a 
contributory basis has been influential in 
keeping vast hospitalization schemes away 
from the pension law. 

Further, the British Government has not 
been requested for special sums for bonus 
or service certificates. Practically every 
person in England knows the burden of tux- 
ation. It is true that the “soak-the-rich” 
movement has extended into almost con- 
fiscatory legislation; that great landed es- 
tates have been broken up and sold for a 
song; that hereditary titles have passed on 
without financial security. Yet taxation 
extends much further down through the 
middie group to the wage earner than in 
America, Under these circumstances, legis- 
lation granting special rights to a limited 
rather than to the general group would have 
been impossible. 

The most unthinkable legislation: in 
England would have been an act plac- 
ing the emergency volunteer officer on 
the same basis as the regular army. Yet 
in 1928 the United States granted retirement 


pay to “National Army” officers in addition). 


to ali regular disability benefits, under cer- 
tain circumstances, on the same footing aa 
West Point and Annapolis graduates and 
regulars, by means of an influential lobby. 

The original policy adopted by the war- 
time Congress in 1917, through war risk in-

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SOLDERS IN 1783. 
BESIEGED CONGRESS 


They Were Asking for Their 
Pay Then, Not a 
i Bonus. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June~i6.—The 
present national capital perhaps in 
some measure owes its site to an- 
other June “bonus invasion” 149 
years ago. 

To Philadelphia a ragged and 
hostile host, about 300 strong, went 
to besiege the Continental Congress, 
giving that body its first experience 
with a somber soldiery soliciting 
money in person. 

Camping on the very door step of 
Congress they approached Con- 
gressmen in a manner different 
from the tattered legions of the “B. 
E. F.” now assembled here. Their 
manner was “menacing,” and when 
the appeals of Congress to local au- 
thorities: for protection went un- 
answered Congress moved the seat 
of government to Princeton, N. J. 

Historians say the day after Con- 
gress left town the Pennsylvania 
Executive Council decided belated- 
ly to call out a guard. Leaders of 
the marchers quickly ‘vanished and 
order soon wastrestored, but Phila- 
delphia and Pennsylvania tried in 
vain to get Congress to return. 

Congress in the Princeton session 
agreed to set up what is now the 
national capital. The body met 
next year at Annapolis, then in 
Trenton, and finally in New York. 

The Battle of Yorktown had beer 
fought and won in 1781. From 
that time until 1783 the army had 
peen inactive, and so had the pay- 
masters. 

The soldiers, long unpaid, became 
hungry and tired of promises not 
backed by pay. Disbanding of the 
army by furloughs had begun, but 
there was no money to pay the 
men. Their situation became des- 
perate. 

W. B. Bryan, in his history of 
the National Capital, says that the 
Pennsylvania troops in the bar- 
racks in Philadelphia early in June, 
1783, expressed their discontent by 
presenting a petition to Congress to 
which the body made no response. 
The feeling was quieted down by 
members of Congress, who person- 
ally went to the barracks and ap- 
pealed to the soldiers. 

This hardly had been accom- 
plished, however, when a number 
of soldiers of the Pennsylvania line 
at Lancaster mutinied, and started 
for Philadelphia to demand of Con- 
gress the money due them. They 
were joined by sympathizers from 
the Twentieth Pennsylvania Infan- 
try. ° 

Congress, in adopting a resolution 
calling for protection, stated that 
the. authority of the United States 
had been “grossly insulted by the 


ance of a body of armed soldiers 
about the place within which Con- 
gress were assembled,” and that the 
peace of the city was endangered. 

The soldiers marched to the 
State House, where Congress was in 
session, and surrounded the build- 
ing. It appears that they attempt- 
ed no violence although they did 
use some rather hard language, 
pointed muskets at the windows of 
the State House, and in the lan- 
guage of a congressional commit- 
tee, made a “disorderly and menac- 
ing appearance.” 

When Congress finally adjourned, 
the members were forced to run a 
gauntlet of the mutinous soldiers, 
who, according to James Madison, 
“were in some instances offering a 
.mock obstruction, permitting the 
members to pass through their 
ranks.” 


RADICAL JUNTA 
OUSTED IN CHILE 
BY ARMY REVOLT

nas. The new junta was pledged 
to outlaw Communism but to con- 
tinue the Socialist republic estab- 
lished after the June 4 revolt along 
moderate lines, friendly to foreign 
interests. 

Plan Socialistic State. 


Davila informed the Associated 
Press that he and his associates 
plan to create a purely Socialist 
state and that if mecessary they 
will attain their ends by force of 
arms. 

“This Government,” he said, 
“will continue along the lines. orig- 
inally projected for a Socialist .Re- 
public. Armed forces will support 
the fulfillment of our plans. 

“An assembly will be called soon 
to write a constitution for the So- 
cialist Republic. Until then the 
Government will confine its acts as 
nearly as possible within the pres- 
ent constitution. 

“We aim to create a purely So- 
cialist state. It will be a moderate 
Socialist state with no connection 
with the extreme left or the ex- 
treme right.” 

Besieged in Palace. 

Grove had announced he would 
die before he would surrender to 
the army groups that besieged the 
palace with 18 field guns, but he 
finally was captured and taken to 
a regimental] barracks, with Matte, 
to await the new Government's de- 
cision regarding their fate. 

The revolt began last night, when 
a group of army officers invaded 
the presidential palace seeking 
Grove. The search was unsuccess- 
ful, for Grove had hidden in an 
obscure room and from there was 
sending appeals for assistance. In 
the meantime, rebellious troops 
were marching on the city to be- 
siege the palace. Machine guns be- 
gan to rattle and great crowds of 
people, many of them Communists, 
sent up a terrific din in the streets. 

Airplanes of the attacking forces 
flew over the city and the sky was 


aa and menacing appear- 
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rocket flashes, while from the north 
the troops entered the city. 
Loyal Troops Desert. 

Forces loyal to Grove mounted 
machine guns on the palace and 
prepared to defend it, but as the 
counter-revolutionary hosts gath- 
ered in the streets outside, and 
massed their artillery around the 
building, the loyal troops and cari- 
bineers began to desert. Grove 
and Matte were left practically 
without defense. 

The attackers gave them until 
1:30 a. m. to surrender. In_ the 
meantime, they issued a statement 
saying their only purpose was to 
restore constitutional Government: 
and that they intended to refrain 
from any part in politics, once 
rightful government had been re- 
established. 

In such a Government, they said, 
Communism would be declared 
“outside the law” and entirely ille- 
al. 

There were several fusillades of 
firing in front of the palace at 12:45 
a. m. and the Caribineers, who had 
deserted Grove, began clearing the 
streets. 

From the palace came Grove's 
last defiance, gnnouncing he would 
die before he was taken or before 
he would surrender. Another burst 
of firing followed this announce- 
ment and ambulances rushed in to 
carry away the wounded. 

Communist groups in the mean- 
time attempted to bomb the Cathe- 
dral and the Merced Church and, 
began breaking into stores and 
office buildings. The Caribineers 
hurried away and dispersed them 
before any damage was done. 

At 2 a. m. the besieging forces 
moved into the palace and seized 
Grove and Matte. 

The leaders of the counter-revo- 
lutionary forces sought to verify 
reports that former President Mon- 
tero signed a blank resignation 
form before he was overthrown, 
June 4, and delivered it to the 
President of the Senate. 

If this were true, they said, it 
would be possible to fill in the 
name of whoever was designated 
Minister of Interior in the new 
Government and, under the Consti- 
tution, he would become a legal 
President. 

Jorge Alessandri, son of a for- 
mer President, also was mentioned 
as a possible member ig the new 
Government. 

New Members of Cabinet. 

The first designations for the new 
Ministry today showed an amalga- 
mation of old and new elements, 
apparently in an attempt to consol- 
idate moderate forces. 

Gen, Arturo Puga, a member of 
the old junta, was named Minister 
of Defense. Puga was a member 
of the Socialist junta until he was 
forced out by Grove June 12. He 
had resented Col. Grove’s unfriend- 
ly attitude toward foreign interests 
and his friendliness with radical 
groups, 

Senator Enrique Zarnartu was 
named Minister of Finance and 
Juan Antonio Rios Minister of In- 
terior.

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CREAMED SOUPS ARE 
FOOD SUMMER FARE 


Too Cold Meals Not Advisable 
and a Warm First Course 
Is Suggested. . 


Once again we sound a friendly 
warning against too much cold 
food in warm weather. It’s easy to 
plan a menu, prepare most of it in 
the morning and put it in the re- 
frigerator until dinner time. 

But warm food is necessary to 
keep the system in order, and a 
warm soup to start the dinner or 
lunchéon aids digestion. 

Especially when fussy appetites 
are a problem to the home cook 
at this time of the year, is soup @ 
good thing to remember. 

Creamed soups are particularly 
valuable for they combine the food 
values of milk and vegetables, and 
may be very appetizing indeed if 
carefully prepared. 

A basis recipe is a good thing to 
keep in the file, and all sorts of va- 
riations may be tried with it. Here 
is the way to make it: 

Cook one diced onion in one table- 
spoon butter until it begins to soft- 
en. Add two cups of fresh cooked 
or canned vegetables and one pint 
of water, simmer 20 minutes, then 
press through a sieve. 

Combine two tablspeons butter’ 


chocolate, two cups brown sugar, 
one cup milk, one egg yolk, one 
teaspoon vanilla, one-half cup but- 
ter, two whole eggs, two cups flour, 
one-fourth teaspoon salt, one tea- 
spoon baking soda, one tablespoon 
boiling water. 

Blend in double boiler melted 
chocolate, half brown sugar and 
one-half cup milk. .When hot add 
beaten egg yolk diluted with two 
tablespoons of cold milk and cook a 
moment longer. Cool and add va- 
nilla. 

While mixture is cooling, cream 
remaining brown sugar with but- 
ter, beat in yolks of the two eggs, 
then add alternately remaining 
milk, and flour sifted with salt. 
Dissolve soda in boiling water, 
beat this in, then combine- with 
custard mixture and finally fold in 
stiffly beaten egg whites. 

Bake in four layers in 

pans in moderate oven. When cold 
put layers together with any pre- 
ferred white filling and frosting. 


FRESH CHERRY PANCAKES 
WITH FRENCH BATTER 


If you wish to serve something 
just a little out of the ordinary for 
Sunday night buffet supper, try 
french cherry pancakes. Make a 
‘French batter as follows: Sift to- 
gether one cup flour, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, two teaspoons baking 
powder, then add two egg yolks, 
one tablespoon sugar, one table- 
spoon melted butter, one and one- 
half cups milk and one-half cup 
(cream. Work with spoon so that 
all lumps are pressed out. 

| Beat well, fold in stiffly beaten 
| whites of two eggs, add six stoned 
|fresh cherries for each pancake, fry 
‘in just enough fat to grease pan, 
take out and roll, sprinkling with

Often they'll rush in after golf, 
too hungry to wait until dinner, 
and popular is the wife who is al- 
ways ready for her husband’s 
friends!

Three pounds mutton from the 
neck, two quarts cold water, two 
tablespoons salt, one sliced carrot, 
two sliced onions, four stalks cel- 
ery, four tablespoons barley soaked 
over night. 

Remove skin and fat from meat 
that has been wiped with a damp 
cloth. Cut meat into small pieces, 
put into the kettle with carrot, on- 
ion and water.

Reheat to boiling point, add bar- 
ley and cook until the barley is 
soft. The meat should not be 
thrown away, but used in stews, 
croquettes or meat cakes. If com- 
bined with a little broth, the flav- 
or is retored. 


HASH OMELET 


One to two cups chopped meat, 
two cups cubed potato, one tea- 
spoon salt, one-fourth teaspoon 
pepper, one teaspoon mixed onion 
or celery, three to four tablespoons 
butter, enough milk, water or stock 
to moisten. 

Any available left-over meat 
may be used, taking about equal 
parts of meat and potato. Chop 
meat first, then add potato and 
chop together. Season. Melt fat 
(one tablespoon to each cup of 
hash in frying pan, spread hashin 
evenly and cook slowly for 20 min- 
utes. Shake the pan occasionally 
to prevent sticking. Roll or fold 
an omelet without breaking 
browned crust. 


BAISIN FUDGE 


Two cups sugar

DRESSED UP SPINACH 


Three-fourths cup chopped spin- 
ach, two teaspoons butter, two tea- 
spoons flour, one-half teaspoon 
sugar, one teaspoon cream, two 
eggs, one-fourth teaspoon mace, 
salt, pepper, one cup white sauce. 

Melt butter, add fiour, blend. Add

BOD SAUCES FOR ICE 
CREAM AND PUDDINGS 


Many Deserts Are Better When 
Topped by These De- 
licious Recipes. 


Ice cream seems much more of a 
treat if it is topped with a richly 
flavored sauce, such as butterscotch 
or chocolate marshmallow, -recipes 
for which follow.

INTERESTING PROBLEM 


Suggestions Given About 
Cheaper Meats and Vege- 
tables; Economy Menus

The food problem is: one of 
paramount interest today—not en- 
tirely the problem of what kind of 
food to select, but that of what can 
be bought to provide an adequate 


diet at the least cost. Government 
agencies, welfare organizations and 
some of the trade associations have 
done much in working out sugges- 
tions for low-cost, well balanced 
menus with simple recipes and list 
of food supplies for various sized 
families. All these suggestions 
show that appetizing and adequate 
food can be provided at a much 
lower cost than most people 
thought possible. The lower the 
cost, however, the more necessary 
is it to plan and to prepare food 
carefully. 
Cheap Meat Outs. 

Cheap cuts of meat that need 
long cooking are one of the first 
economies. Fortunately for those 
who have curtailed incomes, meat 
is cheaper than it has been in 
years. A boned shoulder of lamb 
makes a tasty and economical 
roast. Be sure to get all the bones 
that are taken out, have them 
cracked and use them in making 
a pot of lamb and vegetable soup. 
Well thickened with rice, macaro- 
ni, noodles or barley it will make 
another nourishing meal. 

Beef shank, as well as lamb 
shanks are excellent braised or 
cooked en casserole; short ribs of 
beef, another cheap cut, are also 
delicious braised or boiled and 
served with horseradish sauce. 
Cooked in this way, the broth is 
served for another meal. 

Lamb liver is cheaper’ than 
calves’ liver and more tender than 
beef liver; when liver must have 
a place in the meal plan—and it 
should if there are children to con- 
sider—buy this or beef liver, Lamb 
liver may be fried or cooked the 
Same ways as calves’ liver. Beef 
Or lamb’s heart, stuffed and baked 
or braised, offers another possibil- 
ity in the lower cost and appetizing 
meat dishes. 

Cheaper Vegetables. 

There are plenty of the cheaper 
vegetables to choose from—carrots, 
turnips, cabbage, onions and vari- 
ous greens. In the canned 
food line there are a num- 
ber of less expensive canned veg- 
etables that should be used. Some 
raw vegetables in the form of 
salads must have a place in any 
menu planned for health. These 
may be grated carrots, shredded 
cabbage, dandelion greens, raw 
onions, some lettuce, etc. 

Fruits, 

Fruits are also necessary, es- 
pecially the citrus fruits, though 
when oranges are higher, as they 
will be very shortly, canned toma- 
toes may be used with the same ef- 
fect. They provide the same food 
values as Oranges and should be 
used widely in a low cost diet. Ba- 
bies may be given strained tomato 
juice instead of orange juice. 
Other economical foods. are 
cereals, especially the whole grain 
ones, cheese, milk, dried beans and 
peas and rice.

FRUIT PIE HINTS

Use about a quart of okra, wash- 
ing it well, then cutting in one-half 
inch slices. Cook in water to cover 
until tender, which will be in 
about one-half hour. Drain, put 
on hot dish and dress with one- 
fourth cup butter or substitute, 
pepper, salt and lemon juice or 
vinegar. 


Coddled Eggs. 

Allow one-quarter cup of milk 
for each slightly beaten egg. Cook 
mixture in top of double boiler 
until thickened.

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INVESTIGATION PROVES VALUE 
OF WELL VARIED DIETS 


The results of authentic and 
scientific nutrition investigation 
have shown that the best way of 
meeting general health demands 


and the everyday needs of the 
body is by way of a varied diet. 
The healthfulness of foods depends 
on several factors, including the 
nutritive value, effect on the di- 
gestive system in general, the di- 
gestibility of the food in question 
and the reaction of that food on 
the system of the person who eats 
it. The nutritive value of foods 
depends on their composition with 
respect to the various groups of 
food consituents. These are the 
carbohydrates and fats which fur- 
nish energy and fuel; the protein 
for tissue building and repair; the 
minerals for bone, blood and mus- 
cle building; and the vitamins 
whicn are so important in the vari- 
ous processes of development. 

Foods are divided into these 
groups according to which of the 
important food constituents pre- 
dominates. Some of them contain 
several, Eggs and milk, for ex- 
ample, are classed as protein or 
body building foods, but they con- 
tain as well a good supply of min- 
erals, vitamins and fat.

Experts Think African Shrub 
Will Crowd Out All Waste 
Vegetation, 


By the Associate Press, 

TUCSON, Ariz. June 17.—An 
humble looking shrub known as 
karroo bush, imported from Africa, 
is counted on by the Boyce Thomp- 
son Arboretum to bring new life 
to the vast desert stretches of the 
Southwestern United States and 
make them capable of supporting 
big herds of cattle and game 
animals. 

A large area in Southwestern 
Texas, New Mexico, Arizona and 
Nevada is now chiefly the habitat! 
of the almost worthless sage, mes- 
quite, greasewood and brambly 
brush, and of the prairie dog, 
ground squirrel, desert rat and 
rattlesnake. 

Two years of research have dis- 
closed that transplanting the kar- 
roo bush does not affect its fight- 
ing qualities, particularly in re- 
gions where soil and climatic con- 
ditions are similar to those in 
Afrca. 

The karroo grows about two feet 
high and spreadsdike devil’s grass, 
its branches taking root wherever 
they touch ground. Its sweep across 
even, barren terrain is almost ir- 
resistible, and this charactwristic, 
it is thought, will enable it to 
crowd out the waste vegetation. 

The roots of the African shrub 
remain active at freezing tempera- 
tures when desert plants are dor- 
mant, and will grow at various 
| levels, the Boyce Thompson Ar- 
boretum has ascertained. Patches 
have been planted at elevations of 
1800 feet, 2400 feet and 4500 fcet 
and found to thrive. 

Unwatered kKarroo-bush yields 
12% per cent of protein, which is 
almost as much as irrigated alfal- 
fa. No matter how often it is eat- 
en to the ground it comes up 
again.
